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Town sending letter for 
precursory investigation

A special town council meeting 
was called on April 30 to address 
the new petition of inquiry circulat¬ 
ing in the community, a meeting 
that became very heated as council 
opened the fl(x)r for public cont¬ 
inents ;utd questions. Council want¬ 
ed to address residents’ concerns 
and leant what they wtinted to 
know or needed clarification on in 
regards to the Shantz Crossing 
Business I’ak project, the 2012 
budget, tutd other information that 
some wanted addressed. 

The decision to move forward 
with Shantz was made after a five- 
to-two vote at the April 24 regular 
council meeting, much to the dis¬ 
satisfaction of many residents 
including Rick Lavigne, who had 
spearheaded the new petition to 
request municipal affairs do an 
investigation of the town ;uid 
administration. 

Council seemed fine with this 
new petition, however, even going 
as far as to motion to send a letter 
to municipal affairs to have a pre¬ 
cursory investigation done. 

“We don’t have a problem bring¬ 
ing in an auditor to look over tilings 
as well,” said Mayor Brian Wittal at 
the meeting. 

Tempers liegan to flare between 
residents and council as the floor 
continued to voice concerns about 
the lack of roadwork being done, 
the risk of Shantz and concern over 
its debt, and other off-topic issues 
in the community. One resident 
flat-out told council that they were 
“P.O’d” about the fact that their 
taxes had gone up every single year 
since they had moved to Didsbury. 

“There are five |>eople on council 
who the town are not happy with," 
said resident Ric Wohlgmuth. “I 
don’t think you voted with con¬ 
science.” 

“We thank everybody for their 
openness and willingness to share 
their views," said Coun. l^ivar 
Adams. “We debate all motions 
with the Ik's! information we have 
available to us. How do we know 
what the voice of the town Is if we 
don’t hear from individuals like 
you? We all have a passion to watch 
the town grow and lx* all it can lx\" 

Discussion between residents 
and councillors settled to talk 
about ways council could simplify 
information about Shantz. the town 
debt leveLs and servicing and budg¬ 


et figures to help keep correct 
information openly circulating to 
any and ;ill residents who wanted 
to learn it. 

While all this information Ls avail¬ 
able on the town website, some 
individuals voiced that then* was 
still confusion when reviewing the 
complicated accounting figures. 

“As we go down the road, we will 
give updates, but for now it’s public 
information that can be shared 
with anybody, and if there is a 
group who would like a formal 
presentation, we can do that,” said 
Wittal after the meeting. 

“We assume the information is 
out... Until just a few weeks ago 
there was no concent around the 
debt leveLs and debt servicing, and 
people question it, and some don’t 
understand." 

“Accounting is complicated," 
added Wittal. “We could put it to 
basic math, chequebook-style, but 
that would take a lot of time, and 
before, if people weren’t asking [for 
that], why do it? We need clarifica¬ 
tion on what we need to clarify, and 
we got that last night.” 

Council will lx* meeting for a 
retreat this fall to discuss plans 
moving forward into 2013, outlin¬ 
ing priorities and budget strategies 
for the new year. “This fall, prior to 
flit* retreat, we want to try to got 
residents to give feedback at that 
time so we can try to build the 
budget around that, and see how it 
works," said Wittal. 

“We try to get more people 
engaged, tutd would love to set* 
more engagement like this. The 
more voices that we hear, the easi¬ 
er it Is for us to make decisions. 
The more people we hear from, it 
helps council know we arc* making 
a decision based on what residents 
are saying." 

However, in the cast* of Shantz, 
which has been years in the making 
and moving forward, resident feed¬ 
back may have come a bit tixi late. 
While a petition on apix-aling the 
directional signage the town had 
waited to start was accepted by 
the town aid, after lx*ing scruti¬ 
nized for legitimacy of signatures 
but still taken into consideration by 
council to postpone the project, 
holding off on Shantz Is not a move 
Wittal sees as lieneficial, and he has 
said so at past meetings. 

“Once tlx* wheels get rolling on 
some things, you can’t stop, and 
that makes jieople frustrated, but I 
appreciate aid understand that,” 
said Wittal.

Miki Town holds future benefits 


One project with Miki Town that has 
been in the works since 2008 is the Les 
Gants fashion gloves, which are now in the 
works to he distributed in North America, 
witli Didsbury making roughly $300,000 
(300,000 yen) for three years in royalties. 

Part of these funds could be used 
towards paying for expenses for future 
trips, Wittal said. 

“We’re talking with parents of students 
on the exchange to start up a group organ¬ 
ization as well,” said Wittal in regards to 
other fundraising efforts for the twinning 
trips. 

Didsbury will also be playing host to the 
Alberta-Japan twinning conference next 
year with between 40 and 50 community 
representatives in attendance. 

The town will be inviting some individu¬ 
als from Miki Town for the conference as 
well, including the mayor, CEO of Les 
Gants Tadashin Sunagawa and Miki 
Town’s economic development 
committee. 

“It's gone past the twinning,” said Wittal 


about working on prospective economic 
opportunities with Miki Town. “We want 
to show them what is happening in Central 
Alberta, and take them to individual busi¬ 
nesses. We want to give them some good 
insight about what’s in the area. It may be 
a fit for them as investors." 

Wittal was adamant that part of why the 
town is continuing with the twinning pro¬ 
gram is because of the benefits it poten¬ 
tially has for Didsbury. 

“There’s great potential opportunity 
there. Some criticize that we should stay 
closer to home,” said Wittal. “There’s 
future opportunity here. We believe there 
is potential in the long term and that it’s 
worth it, especially if we can get this glove 
program going." 

“When they come to you and suggest 
economic opportunities, how do you say 
no?" added Wittal. “The relationship is 
there with them and they are willing to 
talk business. I certainly see what resi¬ 
dents are saying, they see it as a holiday 
for us, but it is strictly business.”

Gang recruitment 
must be made 
criminal 


r I HAVE TWO N 
MOMS-ONE THAT

While some recent moves by 
the Harper Tories have been 
anything but universally 
applauded, last week’s 

announcement that the govern¬ 
ment plans to make life much 
tougher for people who recruit 
for criminal gangs is welcome 
news. 

Justice Minister Rob 

Nicholson said the government 
will introduce new legislation 
that will make it a criminal 
offence to recruit or otherwise 
encourage anyone to join a criminal organization, 
including gangs. 

"Making gang recruitment a stand-alone Criminal 
Code offence sends a clear message that this behav¬ 
iour will not be tolerated,” Nicholson said. 

Anyone found guilty under the new legislation could 
face up to five years in prison. As well, if the person is 
convicted of recruiting someone under 18 years of 
age, there will also be a mandatory minimum sentence 
of six months in jail. 

Whether it’s big cities or small towns, the insidious 
reach of gangs remains a threat to the stability and 
safety of communities across Canada, harming legiti¬ 
mate business activity and placing great pressure on 
law enforcement. 

And for those successfully recruited into criminal 
gangs, the long-term impact can be devastating and 
life changing. 

Make no mistake, while small towns and villages 
don’t usually see gang members operating openly, as 
they sometimes do in the bigger centres, the impact of 
organized criminal gangs is certainly felt here. 

The hard truth is whether it’s drug dealing, fencing 
of stolen property, criminal harassment or other 
organized illegal activities, criminal gangs continue to 
carry out their unlawful business with vigor and great 
resilience. 

Conservative MP Farm Gill has put forward Bill C- 
394, the Crinunal Organized Recruitment Act, in an 
effort to stop gang recruitment at the source, stem¬ 
ming the flow of new members that make the illegal 
activities possible. 

“Gangs today are targeting our most vulnerable citi¬ 
zens, including youth under the age of 12, and as 
young as eight years old,” Gill said. “Gangs across this 
nation are becoming more aggressive and bolder in 
the ways that they recruit potential members.” 

If passed, this new legislation will close a very trou¬ 
bling loophole in the current law. And if, in the end, 
the new law is successful in deterring gang members 
and others from targeting and recruiting young people 
and adults into gangs, then it will be good news for 
everyone, including residents of West Central Alberta. 

RCMP and other enforcement agencies spend a 
great deal of time and effort fighting organized crime. 
While many of those efforts are successful, making it 
illegal to bring new members into gangs would give 
police another useful tool for their arsenal. 

As such, MFs of all parties should be encouraged to 
work together to ensure this new legislation becomes 
law without delay.

Upset with Shantz motion 


Last Monday, about 20 other 
residents and I attended a special 
meeting of mayor, council and town 
officials to discuss the petition 
being circulated calling for a 
Government of Alberta audit of the 
Town of Didsbury. 

Residents demanded answers, but 
to no avail. If you have been away 
or missed last week’s Didsbury 
Review you can go online and read 
the story on the front page. With 
two highly respected developers 
cautioning against the Shantz 
Crossing project, and offering 
alternatives to moving forward, five 
of the seven councillors still voted 
to move ahead with the project and 
allocate funding of over $3 million. 

I asked the five councillors who 
voted to allocate the additional 
money to the Shantz Crossing 
project (without one lot being sold 
on the property) what their 
reasoning was. Not one of them 
would stand up and answer the 
question. Some turned away, others 


looked down and one councillor 
indicated she had already said 
enough. 

For the two councillors who 
voted against the motion, my hat’s 
off to you. In the minds of most 
people it would only seem right 
that since mayor and council are 
entrusted with the stewardship of 
our tax dollars that at least they 
would publically give their reasons. 
I challenge each one of the five 
who voted in favour to put their 
reasons in writing and make the 
answers public. 

What I would like to suggest is 
that each taxpaying resident email 
each of the five councillors asking 
why they voted for the motion and 
what was their reasoning. All the 
email addresses are posted on the 
town website under ‘town council, 
mayor and council, council 
profiles.’ Also, you may want to 
look at the 2011 audited budget 
which is also posted. You will find 
that under 'Town Services, 


Financial Reporting and Budget.’ 
Even if you don’t understand 
numbers, look at the differences 
between 2010, 2011, and the 2012 
budget. There are some very 
interesting differences. 

If you don’t get a satisfactory 
reply, then I suggest that every 
taxpayer in Didsbury sign the 
petition. The location of the 
petition is on the east side of 20th 
Street, between 21st and 22nd 
Avenue. I would also suggest that if 
you have some time, stay around 
for a while and listen to what other 
people are saying. Personally I was 
shocked by some of the comments 
being made about the town and 
how it is being run. These were not 
comments by the individuals 
gathering names for the petition, 
but comments from taxpayers who 
came down to sign the petition.
